Dr. John D. Merrison of Ogdensburg, 

N. V., Selected for the New Diocese. 

New York, Oct. 21.— [Special. ITne House 
of Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America to- 
day elected the Rey. John D. Morrison, D. D., 
LL. D., Archdeacon of Ogdensburg, in the 
Diocese of Albany, and rector of St. Jonn’s 
Church, Ogdensburg, to be Bishop of the 
newly created missionary district of Duluth.

Col. Morrison’s Lettér. 


Here is Col. Morrison's letter: 

Waterloo, III., Oct. 19, 1890. The Hon. 
Benj, R. Burroughs, Edwardéville, III 
Dear Judge: Your speech here 6h Thursday 
last was an admirable presentation of the 
free coinage view of the financial question. 
Nothing can be much more important than 
informing others and being informed our- 
selves how to vote, and it is well that these 
higher duties of citizenship should not be 
neglected. 

I heard you with more interest because I 
understood you as not falling in with the 
quite prevalent doctrine that the only quali- 
fication for official position is belief in the 
free coinage of silver 10 to 1.“ For after 
discussing the money question you very 
properly and justly commended the honesty 
and purity of the private and official life of 
Mr. Bryan as first among his qualifications 
for President. 


Question of Official Intégrity. 


In view of your having further occasion 
to refer to personal worth and official in- 
tegrity as among the necessary qualiffica- 
tions for official station, I respectfully sub- 
mit the following suggestions: 

The law requires the State Treasurer to 
receive and safely keep the revenues and 
other moneys of the State. He makes oath 
and gives bond, and as further guarantee 
for the safety of such moneys it is made 
a criminal offense for any State Treasurer 
or other officer, élected or appointed, to in- 
vest or loan for his own use, except as 
authorized by law., any money intrusted to 
him for safe-keeping; and it 18 a@peni- 
tentiary offense for any such officer to em- 
bezzle or fraudulently convert any such 
money to his own use, 

The Constitution of the State says: No 
money shall be drawn from the Treasury 
except in the pursuance of an appropriation 
made by law and on the presentation of a 
warrant issued by the Auditor thereon,” and 
that the Governor shall“ take care that the 
laws be falthfully executed.“ 

Dis regarded His Oath. 

Gov. Altgeld was inaugurated and made 
oath to support the Constitution of the State 
of Illinois, including the oath to take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed, on 
Jan. 10, 1893. Scarcely had he lowered the 
uplifted hand when in disregard alike of the 
oath he had just taken and of his official ob- 
ligations, he, in his inaugural address, sanc- 
tioned, approved, and encouraged the use 
of the money in the hands of the State Treas- 
urer and other officers for safe keeping by 
way of loans and deposits at interest for 
their own use. 

Acting in accordance with this executive 
approval some of the officers, including the 
State Treasurer and one or more of the Gov- 
ernor’s appointees, converted to their own 
use or loaned, or deposited for their own 
use or profit the public moneys intrusted to 
them, and made his administration, when 
measured by its defalcations and misappro- 
priations of public moneys, the most corrupt 
in the history of the State. 

While sureties and borrowers have re- 
turned most of the money used or converted, 
some of it has not been and is not expected 
to be recovered. 

The reason stated in the Governor's in- 
augural address for his sanction of the un- 
lawful use of the State’s money by the State

Last night when the Raleigh arrived 4 
St Augustine the commander was informed 
that the Dauntless was below New Smyrna 
Waiting for the tug R. L. Mabey to bring a 
cargo of coal and arms. The Raleigh 
steamed south, and at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing sighted the Dauntless well out at sea. 

A signal from the Raleigh was disregard- 
ed by the Dauntless, and the latter vessel 
crowded on steam and tried to escape. 

Then the Raleigh fired a blank cartridge 
which startled the New Smyrna people and 
Sent them to the house-tops where they 
could scan the sea. They saw the Raleigh 
in hot chase of the Dauntless, the latter ap- 
parently going as fast as the cruiser. 

Then the Raleigh sent a solid shot across 
the tilibuster’s bows, but still the latter pur- 
sued its course. Another solid shot was 
fired by the cruiser which struck the water 
near the Dauntless and threw waves all 
over the boat. Then the Dauntless came to, 
and the Raleigh sent a prize crew on board. 

As the Raleigh and Dauntless came up the 
coast the tug R. L. Mabey was sighted. The 
Mabey headed for Mosquito Inlet and tried 
to escape, but was brought to by three solid 
shots in quick succession from the Raleigh. 
Two of the shots struck within ten feet of 
the Mabey and caused the little tug to reel 
as though it had been dealt a mortal blow. 
A prize crew from the Raleigh was sent 
aboard the Mabey also, and they found the 
tug loaded deep with coal and arms for the 
Dauntless. The Dauntless, it is said, had no 
arms on board. 

The Raleigh proceeded north with the 
prizes and tonight arrived off St. John’s Bay, 
where the filibusters are now laying under 
the cruiser’s guns.

The Popocrats seem to think they have 
the wide, wide world on the hip, and base 
their confidence and their application for an 
injunction on a Supreme Court decision 
which declares invalid the ordinance under 
which the Chief is authorized to issue per- 
mits for parades. 

Chief Badenoch concedes the perfect right 


‘of the Popocrats to take the matter into the 
courts, and says he is willing to surrender 


his responsibility for both parades scheduled 
for the night referred to if Judge Tuley is 
desirous of assuming that responsibility. 


Early Conference with Badenoch. 

When the Popocratic committee called upon 
the Chief of Police last Friday they were in- 
formed that he did not see his way clear to 
grant them the permit they desired, as he 
had already granted a permit for another po- 
litical parade over the same route, but that 
he would take the matter under further con- 
sideration and give a final answer on 
Wednesday, Oct. 21, at ö p m. 

He waited for the appearance of the ex- 
pected committee until 6 o’clock last even- 
ing and then telepnaned to the headquarters 
of the Popocratic committee in Randolph 
street, asking if he was to be honored with 
a visit. In answer hé was informed that Mr. 
Gahan and Mr. Burke had gone home for the 
night and would not return. Five minutes 
later the Chief was served with the papers 
above referred to. 

The petition for injunction is in the name 
of the Popocratic County Executive com- 
mittee, and sets forth the city ordinance 
under which Chief Badenoch is represented 
to have refused a permit for the Popocratic 
parade, because of a conflicting permit pre- 
viously granted. 

Such conduct on the part of the Chief of 
Police the petitioners characterize as an 
unfair discrimination.” They therefore pe- 
tition the caurt to summon the defendant, 
John J. Badenoch, to appear before the court 
to answer the bill. The court is further 
asked to grant a writ of injunction restrain- 
ing the Chief from interfering with the pro- 
posed demonstration. 

In connection with the above, there will 
be filed in court today a copy of the Supreme 
Court decision on which the Popocratic com- 
mittee rely for their right to parade with- 
out a permit, so long as they behave in a 
peaceable and orderly manner. This de- 
cision is from the findings of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois (186 III.), in the case of 
the City of Chicago vs. John Trotter, and is 
said to have arisen under the same ordi- 
nance under which the Chief of Police now 
claims that permits are necessary for all 
perades. 

Authority of the Popeocrats. 

The decision, delivered by Justice Baker, 
holds that parades and upon 
the streets of the city are not necessarily 
so productive of danger and disorder as to 
render them per se the creaters of public 
disturDances, nor are they necessarily 
nuisances. 

“There is no authority, therefore,” said 
the court, in the municipal corporation to 
suppress such demonstration of all kinds 
at all times and under all circumstances. 
Citizens have the constitutional right of pur- 
suing their own happiness, and on suitable

‘JONES EXPLAINS THE RISE IN WHEAT. 


Popeocratic Chairman Interviews Him- 
self and Shows How the Cereal 
Is Affected by Silver. 


Following the example set by Gov. Altgeld 
of interviewing himself, Chairman Jones 
ve out the following fulmination last 


Senator J. K. Jones, Chairman of the 
National Democratic committee, was inter- 
viewed concerning the pronunciamento of 
Chairman Babcock of the Republican Con- 
gressional committee, in which Mr. Babcock 
insists that the recent rise in the price of 
the bushel of wheat, whilst the price of the 
ounce of silver has declined, indicates that 
the claims of the silver men that the priceof 
wheat depends upon the price of the ounce 
of silver are unfounded. 

Senator Jones said: It is true that wheat 
has largely advanced within the last few 
months and that silver has somewhat de- 
clined, but the advance in the price of wheat 
proves rather than disproves the theories of 
the silver men. 

Our contention has been that the wheat 
of India competed with our American wheat 
in the Liverpool markets; that the Liverpool 
merchant could in normal times buy in India 
at any time during the last twenty-three 
years a bushel of wheat for about an ounce 
of silver. When the ounce of silver was 
worth $1.29 in gold in 1873 this meant that 
the bushel of wheat was werth about that 
in gold. But although the India wheat 
farmer has always been willing to take an 
ounce of silver for a bushel of wheat, the 
ounce of silver has fallen in value owing to 
its demonetization and disuse; and, conse- 
quently, as the gold value of the ounce of 
silver declined the gold value of jhe bushel 
of wheat declined, and the American farmer 
has been compelled to receive the gold 
equivalent of the ounce of silver for his 
bushel of wheat. 

* This meant a gradual decline in the 
price from about $1.29 or $1.30 a bushel in 
1873 to 60 or 65 cents in 1893. 

The real cause, therefore, of the decline 
in the gold value of our wheat was largely 
the competition of India. This competition 
has been recently done away with by rea- 
son of the failure of the wheat crop in In- 
dia, and hence the price of American wheat, 
deprived of this competition, has steadily 
advanced. Should, however, the normal 

be restored in India the old effect of 
the fall in silver will be felt in wheat and the 
price of American wheat in gold will again 
be measured by the gold price of the ounce 
of silver if the present financial system 
is maintained.“

TANNER AT OTTAWA AND LA SALLE, 


Republican Nominee for Governor Is 
Enthusiastically Received. 


Ottawa, III., Oct. 21.—{Special.}—John R. 
Tanner arrived in this city at 11 o’clock 
this morning and was the guest of the Tan- 
ner club. Owing to mismanagement at 
Davenport he did not arrive at as early an 
hour as wae expectcd, and the lateness of 
his arrival made his visit in Ottawa very 
brief. He was given a grand reception, 
however. The Tanner and Young Men's 
Republican clubs, numbering fully 200, met 
him at the station and escorted him to the 
Clifton Hotel, where he was greeted by 
1,500 people. 

After shaking hands with the bulk of the 
crowd he made his appearance on the west 
balcony of the hotel and made a brief speech, 
His appearance indicated that he was 
fatigu and almost tired out. He said, 
judging from his trip through the State, 
there was no question as to who would be 
the next President. William McKinley will 
be elected President of the United States 
by the largest popular and Electoral vote 
ever cast for any candidate. In Illinois he 
will receive a plurality ranging from 100,000 
to 150,000 votes, which assures practically 
the election of every candidate for a State 
oftice. He said the legislation of the affairs 
of the country did not rest wholly with the 
President, and cautioned the voters to use 
every effort toward the election of Corigress- 
men and Representatives, and make a good 
selection of a man to succeed Gen, Palmer 
in the United States Senate. He referred to 
Bryan as a political polygamist. 

His speech was frequently interrupted by 
cheers and warm applause, and while he 
was limited in time his remarks won votes 
not alone for himself but the entire Repub- 
lican ticket. 3 

At the ‘conclusion of his address he was 
driven to the manufacturing institutions, 
where he met and shook the hands of the 
men employed.

Fort Wayne, Ind., Oct. 21 —Muncl 
hotbed of politics when William 1 Bryan 
arrived there shortly before 8 o'clock this 
aftérnoon.

Assai the Gold Standard. 
“ Disasters go hand in hand. The experi- 
ment of basing the finances of this country 
on a single gold standard, which has been 
attempted for the last twenty years, has 
been destroying the Nation's ‘prosperity. 
The quest ion now is as to wuéther we shall 
perpetuate a system that makes everything 
but money cheap. With it comes the ques- 
tion whether the President of the United 
States may send troops wherever he will 
and whenever he will. If he may he has all 
the wer of the Emperor of Germany or 
the Czar of Russia. All either of those mon“ 
archs can do is to do what he pleases. 

“Hand in hand with these questions 
comes the question of government by in- 
junction. You remember that injunctions 


have been granted forbidding employés oft 


certain railroads to quit work because their 
wages were lowered, and threatening to put 
them in jail if they disobeyed. 2 oe 
‘Injunctions are getting populer. The 
time seems to he at hand when Judges may 
prohibit anything they see fit to by injunc-. 
tion. They forbid things the laws do not 
forbid, and thus assume to make new laws. 
Then they punish those who ignore those 
injunctions, not for breaking the 
laws of the land, but contempt 
of court. This system does away 
with government by law and 
trial by jury, which are the foundations of 
our liberty. You, who have come to this 
country from the Old World, have known 


for 


nothing worse in Europe. 


Wave of Corruption. 

„There are other evils contemporaneous 
with these. Along with the gold standard 
movement has come a wave of corruption, 
and the making of laws is being dictated by 
the power of money. : 

„All these evils, my friends, in the pres- 
eht campaign are found in one camp—the 
camp of our enemy. Men who favor one of 
them also favor the others. Where do you 
find.the boodlers of this country, the men 
who.are wiiling to destroy the liberty and 
the free institutions of America?

We must 
either declare ourselves dependent, or rise 
up as did the men of 177@ and gay we are in- 
dependent of every other nation on earth.”

Speech of Mr. Williams, 


After a few rema¥ks by way of preiiminary 
Mr. Williams said: 

J have feit for years there is too much 
of profit and too little of humanity in the 
politics of this country. It is time some 
consideration was shown for the nation of 
debtors as well as for the capitalists and 
bondholders. We are confronting a great so- 
cial question, How can we relieve the suffer- 
ing of our Nation?”

The Declaration of Independence counts 
among the inalienable rignts of man the right 
to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 
The right to the pursuit of happiness has 
not been attained as it was contemplated by 
the fathers of our country so long as willing 
hands remain idle and workingmen walk 
the streets in search of cinployment. 

Offer the Only Remedy. 

“We alone offer a remedy. The Repub- 
licans write upon their banners ‘ McKinley 
and Prosperity,’ but they do not tell how 
prosperity is to be secured under a system 
which has trailed it in the Gust. 

Four months ago our poor old party was 
lying at the point of death, suffering from 
the disease of gold. The funeral prepara-

It is 
true democracy to make the rich bear their 
just proportion of public burdens, and be- 
cause the income tax is just we do not regard 
that decision of the Supreme Court as final. 

‘“* Criticism of the Supreme Court is no more 
incendiary in the mouth of Willjam Jennings 
Bryan than it was in the mouth of Abraham 
Lincoln. [Applause.] 

And they charge us, too, with being the 
upholders of riot and disorder because, for- 
sooth, we stand up for the Constitution. No 
greater service was ever done the people of 
this country than was done by your brave 
Gor-rnor when he upheld the right of this 
Siuce to defend its own peace until it chooses 
of its own accord to call upon the United 
States Government for aid.

Read the Story of His Crimes.

Rambusch read 
the story carefully and is supposed to have 
then determined to at once carry out the 
plan of suicide. He was seen by Mr. Van 
Deusen busily. writing several notes, which 
he placed in his pockét. He left the hotel and 
went to the cemetery, where a short time 
after he took his life. 


SURPRISED AT NEWS OF THE SUICIDE 


Juneau People Think ‘Rambusch Be. 
lieved His Capture Was Imminent. 
Juneau, Wis., Oct. 21.—[Special.]--The 

news of the suicide of W. T. Rambusch, the 

fugitive banker, created as much of a sensa- 
tion as did the letter which was received from 
him last-week threatening to do so. 

At first but few believed that he had really 
taken his life, and regarded the dispatch 
which was received by Dr. Hallock as a ruse 
to throw the officers off the track. It was 
not until today that it was confirmed. 

Sheriff Binte learned from the authorities 
at Philadelphia that Rambusch was in that 
city on Wednesday of last week, but from 
there he could not be traced. He was a sol- 
dier and the only battle he ever saw was 
Fredericksburg, and many members of the 
G. A. R. post here say that he selected Fred- 
ericksburg as the place to end his miserable 
existence because it was the only place he 
ever did anything honorable. But those 
who know him best say he was not the least 
bit sentimental, and it is most likely that he 

ded his life only when he felt that the 
officers of the law were close upon his track. 

There is no one here able to explain how he 
spent the 5250, 000 which he misappropriated. 
His legitimate income from the abstract and 
real estate office was never less than $5,000 
a year, besides his income from the bank and 
other sources. He was economical and tem- 
perate and his former friends insist that he 
never gambled or speculated, and never made 
any investments that were hazardous. 

The theory that he had a big part of the 


stolen money placed safely somew/®re falls 


to pleces after this denouement. His thefts 
aggregated, so far as known, $210,000, and 
this all went, it seems, to pay interest on the 
fictitious securities to keep himself solid 
with his political friends. Probably Ram- 
busch didn’t even have enough money to go 
to a foreign country and live, for he seems 
to havé made no effort to take passage on a 
steamer. He had plenty of time to do this, 
as no warrant was issued for his arrest 
until three days after his flight, and five days 
had elapsed when it was first learned in 
which direction he had gone. 

It is probable that the draft for $200 which 
he sent to Olaf Schrader for his wife repre- 
sented all he had saved from the wreck.

Official Statement. 


At the close of the meeting of the univer- 
sity directors an official statement was 
given out stating the names chosen, and 
adding: 

“The board followed strictly the letter of 
the constitution, which says the rector must 
be a priest. The late rector, Bishop Keane, 
was elected to his position before the consti- 
tution was enacted and in force. Therector 
will be elected hereafter for a term of six 
years, 

Many names were presented by the di- 
rectors, viva voce. When it came to the se- 
lection by ballot the Very Rev. Dr. Garrigan, 
acting rector, positively withdrew his name 
fnom the list. 

“Archbishop Riordan of San Francisco 
was elected to fill the vacancy on the board 
caused by the death of Bishop Marty. Bish- 
op Keane, the late rector of the university, 
still remains a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors.” 


Condition of the University. 


The financial condition of the university 
was found to be on an excellent footing and 
the reports were satisfactory to the directors. 
Many donations have already been made and 
another large one will be announced within 
a few days. It is expected that until these 
donations are in hand a temporary deficit 
will be made up by contributions from the 
Catholic churches of America. 

Within five years the university will be 
completed and on a firm financial footing. 
The directors express themselves as highly 
pleased with the present condition and future 
outlook. , 

Gift of the Hibernians, 

At 4 o’clock the ceremony took place of 
receiving the gift of $50,000 from the An- 
clent Order of Hibernians for a chair of 
Celtic language. The Assembly Hall was 
handsomely hung with.the papal colors, with 
the American flag draped in rosettas above 
and at both sides. The Cardinal, Archbish- 
ops, and Bishops sat on the platform, while 
the body of the hall was filled with divinity 
students, members of the Hibernian order, 
and others. 

Keane’s Name Applauded. 

Dr. Garrigan welcomed the Hibernian vis- 
itora and spoke of their high purpose in giv- 
ing to the university a chair which would 
perpetuate the Celtic language. 

In the response by ex-Representativs 
Thomas A. E. Weadock of Bay City, Mich., 
reference was made to the absence from the 
platform of Bishop Keane, *“ whose name is 
inseparably associated with the university.” 
The mention of Bishop Keane’s name 
brought out enthusiastic and long continu 
applause in which Cardinal Gibbons and t 
other prelates heartily joined. Mr, Weadock 
spoke of the patriotism of Irish-American 
citizens, and of their purpose through the 
A. O. H. of doing good without having a 
dark lantern society.” A tribute to Car- 
dinal Gibbons also received hearty applause. ‘ 
Mr. Weadock’s reference to home rule 
brought out another round of app'ause, In 
closing the speaker expressed the hope that 
the Catholic Church would be in“ America, 
American; in England, English; in Germany, 
German; and ev erywhere Catholic. * 

Ex- Président M. F. Wilhere of Philadel- 
phia of the Hibernian Order, in speaking of 
the rescue of the Irish language by the sons 
of Ireland in America, added the hope that 
“the shackles of foreign domination = 
fall from the limbs of ancient Ireland,” 
sentiment that was earnestly applauded by 
the prelates as well as those in the body of 
the hall.

There is no doubt about 
the present deficiency. 

India, which has exported as much as 
7,000,000 quarters in one year and last year 
exported 1,500,000 quarters, now in fourteen 
weeks has imported wheat both from San 
Francisco and Liverpool. Of course when 
you have a short supply and an immediately 
commendable article the price must neces- 
sarily rise, but it is a very remarkable fact 
and one which the Bryanites should bear in 
mind that even with this positive scarcity 
the price of wheat has not reached the level 
of normal times under bimetallism, and we 
have not yet reached 40 shillings a quarter 
here, while 20 years ago, when there was no 
question of over or under production, the 
price was between 50 and 60 shillings. This 
was in normal years, so if wheat had been 
between 50 and 60 shillings a quarter, now, 
under normal circumstances, the price, with 
this admitted scarcity, would have gone up 
to 80 or 90 shillings, and nothing but under- 
production can bring the price of wheat to 
what it is now; but I believe the free coin- 
age of silver, as advocated by Bryan, would 
have the effect of keeping up prices at the 
level they have now reached. 

1 do not believe it is possible for a great 
movement like this, affecting a commodity 
like wheat, to have been produced by artifi- 
cial means. It might to a certain extent 
have been stimulated, but I think it is due 
to natural but temporary causes and that 
if the present currency is maintained it will 
soon disappear, causing prices to fall to the 
level at which they stood before the ecarcity 
arose.’’ a 


MINISTER TERRELL DENIES A STORY 


No Foundation for Report the Baficra{ft 
Will Enter the Dardanelles. 

Constantinople, Oct. 21.—{Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Associated Press. -A. W. Ter- 
rell, the United States Minister to Turkey, 
has given to the Associated Press a state- 
ment regarding the mission of the United 
States steamship Bancroft in the Levant, 
refuting the statements circulated in the 
United States and telegraphed here that 
the Bancroft was instructed to proceed 
through the Dardanelles and to Constanti- 
nople in spite of whatever protest might be 
offered by the Turkish authorities. 

When the attention of Mr. Terrell was 
called to this story, he said: 

* The report that the Bancroft will, under 
instructions, force the Dardanelles is too 
ridiculous for serious notice. The fact of 
the matter is that I have not applied for the 
entry of a dispatch boat to Constantinople 
since February. So the statement that I 
have abandoned or withdrawn an applica- 
tion is entirely without foundation. 

1 have not even mentioned the subject 
of a dispatch boat to the Porte since Feb- 
ruary. 

The relations between Turkey and the 
United States are cordial. Ne American has 
been sacrificed during the massacres, and 
it is improbable that.the United States will 
depart from its traditional policy by med- 
dling in the domestic affairs of Turkey.” 


GERMANY TO THE AID OF VENEZUELA 


Loan of $10,000,000 Successfully Nego- 
tiated by a Commission. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 21. —-Advices re- 
ceived by Minister Andrade of Venezuela 
are to the effect that the commission sent by 
Venezuela to Germany has returned after 
accomplishing satisfactory arrangements 
which bring about a close identity of inter- 

ests between the two countries, 

The main features of the arrangement are 
a loan of 50,000,000 bolivars ($10,000,000) of 
German capital to the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment and the establishment of a German 
bank with large capital. at Caracas. The 
large loan comes from private German 
sources, but it is felt to be not the less im- 
portant in showing the sentiment of the 
German Government toward Venezuela. 

The commission was headed by the Min- 


ister of Public Works in President Crespo’s © 


Cabinet. On reaching Berlin the members 
were received with marked honors by Em- 
peror William, who conferred decorations 
upon them. Later the negotiations for the 
loan and bank were carried through. 

The President of the company making the 
loan is Herr Krupp of the famous gun works 
of Essen. It was the same company, under 
his direction, that built the railroad from 
Caracas to Valencia, 179 miles long, de- 
veloping the interior of Venezuela. 

The loan is the result of the German in- 
vestments which have been made in Vene- 
zuela in recent years. Under a law enacted 
some years ago the government guaranteed 
7 per cent return on railroad investments, 
the purpose being to develop the country. 
This guaranty led to a debt of 25,000,000 
bolivars ($5,000,000), most of it being due to 
the German company headed by the Krupps. 
In order to pay off the debt it was deter- 
mined to send a commission to Germany to 
negotiate a loan. The loan will clear the 
debt and leave a large sum for further de- 


elopment. .

GALA DAY AT PRINCETON.

PRESIDENT AND MRS. CLEVELAND 
ADD INTEREST TO THE OCCASION. 


Attendance Larger than on the Pre- 
vious Day and the Féatures More 


Varied—Dr. Green, Gov: Griggs, and 


Prof. Wilson Prominent in the Ex- 
ercises—An Extensive Procession— 
President Cleveland Does Not Re- 
spond to Greetings. 


Princeton, N. J., Oct. 21.—[{Special.}]—The 
second day’s exercises attracted a larger at- 
tendance even than yesterday. 8 

The President of the Board of Trustees, 
Charles E. Green, D. D., LL. D., began the 
proceedings by acknowledging the receipt 
of additional addresses from this country 
and Europe, and then called attention toa 
handsome banner which decorated one side 
of the stage. He announced that it had been 
presented by the ladies of Princeton, with 
the request that it be called The Banner of 
Princeton University.”’ 

Mr. Green sald he voiced the general senti- 
ment and he expressed the belief that the gift 
would be accepted and become historic unde: 
the title bestowed upon it by the donors. 


The banner is of white silk, trimmed with 


orange and black, Princeton’s colors. 

Gov. Griggs of New Jersey was introduced 
as the. presiding officer. He acknowledged 
the applause which greeted his appearance. 
Without making a speech the Governor in- 
troduced the Rev. Dr. Henry Vandyke, pas- 
tor of Brick Presbyterian Church, New 
York, representing the Cliosophic Society, 
who delivered the academic ode, called The 
Builders.“ 

Dr. Vandyke’s poem was eulogistic of 
Princeton's career since its establishment 
150 years ago, and the telling points were 
greeted with hearty and enthusiastic hand- 
clapping. The morning exercises concluded 
with the oration, Princeton in the Nation's 
Service,“ by Prof. Woodrow Wilson, Profes- 
sor of Political Economy at Princeton, who 
represented the American Whig Society. 


Prof. Wilsen on the Old Days. 

Prof. Wilson said in part: ‘ It moves her 
sons very deeply to find Princeton to have 
been from the first what they know her to 
have been in their own day—a school of 
duty. The revolutionary days are gone, and 
you shall not find upon her rolls another 
group of names given to public life that can 
equal her muster in the days of revolution 
and the formation of government. But her 
rolls read since the old days, if you know 
but a little of the quiet life of scattered 
neighbors, like a roster of trustees, a list 
of the silent men who carry the honorable 
burdens of business and of social obligation 
of such names as keep credit and confidence 
in heart. They suggest a soil full of the old 
seed, and ready, should the air of the time 
move shrewdly upon it as in the old days, to 
spring once more into the old harvest. The 
boisterous strength of the young men of 
affairs who went out with Witherspoon's 
touch upon them is obviously not of the 
average breed of any place, but the special 
fruitage of an exceptional time. Later gen- 
erations inevitably reverted to the elder type 
of Paterson and Ellsworth, the type of sound 
learning and stout character, without bold 
impulse added or any uneasy hope to change 
the world. It has been Princeton’s work in 
all ordinary seasons not to change, but to 
strengthen society, to give not yeast but 
bread for the raising.“ 

This afternoon the memorial tablet placed 
at the entrance to Nassau Hall by the Sons 
of the Revolution in the State of New Jersey 
was unveiled. The address was delivered by 
John L. Cadwalader. 


President and Mrs. Cleveland. 


The torchlight procession at Princeton 
tonight was the feature of the entire three 
days’ sesqui-centennial celebration. 

President Cleveland and Mrs. Cleveland 
and Secretary Thurber arrived in Princeton 
on a special train at 7:45 o'clock, and they 
were driven immediately to the reviewing 
stand, placed directly in front of Nassau 
Hall. The Philadelphia City Troop under the 
command of Gen. Grubb acted as escort to 
the President from the station at & o'clock. 

The campus presented a beautiful appear- 
ance with its decorations of orange and 
black lanterns arranged in fantastic de- 
signs all around the grounds. The two large 
arches across Nassau street were brilliantly 
illuminated with colored electric lights. 

The procession formed at 8 o’clock in the 
rear of Nassau Hall, around the old cannon. 
At 8:30 the procession started, with the Sev- 
énty-first Regiment Band of New York at 
the head. Marshal Libbey and aids followed. 
Then came the Mercer Blues, a body of sixty- 
four Princeton students who were organized 
and drilled especially. for this occasion. 
They wore old buff and blue continental uni- 
forms, with cocked hats, and made a verv 
attractive appearance. Yale University hal 
a large delegation in eaps and gowns, carry- 
ing blue lanterns, and they were loudly 
cheered all along the line. 


Unique Devices. 


The floats which came next were a unique 
feature. Ninety-three carried a banner ad- 
vising President Cleveland to send his sons 
to Princeton. Eighty-eight carried a repre- 
sentation of the historic cannon, and 76 
had a gigantic tiger. 

The floats were followed by the classes. 
The Old Guards classes from 1823 to 1850 
were commanded by Gen. W. S. Stryker. ’58. 

The undergraduates were commanded by 
H. C. Brokaw, 97. Sixteen members of the 
class of 47, who were present at the cen- 
tennial exercises of Princeton in 1846, 
marched with their class tonight. 

The celebration was at its height when the 
procession passed in front of President 
Cleveland. After passing in review each 
division took its assigned position on the 
campus. The bands in unison struck up the 
famous Princeton song. Old Nassau.’ All 
the graduates and undergraduates bared 
their heads and joined in the strain and 
simultaneously 1.500 colored electric lights 
covering the entire front of Nassau Hall, 
showing every outline of the old building, 
broke forth, while the distant corners of the 
campus were lighted up by an immense dis- 
play of fireworks. 

After the smoke had cleared away loud 
cheers were given for Cleveland, but the 
President did not respond. 

A diversion was furnished by the ’84 boys, 
who drew up in a line in front of the Pres!- 
dent and shouted, ‘Sixteen to one—nit.” 
Mr. Cleveland joined heartily in the laugh 
which greeted this sally. 

The President and Mrs. Cleveland were 
escorted to Prospect,“ the home of Fresi- 
dent Patton, where they will remain as 
guests until their departure for home tomor- 
row night. ‘Tomorrow morning President 
Cleveland will deliver an address at the 
sesquicentennial celebration in Alexander 
Hall.

Police Believe the * Man Courted 
Suicide by Asphyxiation After a 
Futile Attempt to Take His Life 
with Chloroform—Charies H. Cal- 
lard, Whe Tries to Rescue the vie- 
tim, Receives Burn No. 054 North 
Halsted Street the Scene. 


One man was killed, another burned, and a 
house badly wrecked because George Mac- 
Whorter left the gas jet.in his room open 
when he retired at No. 954 North Halsted 
street last night. 

Young MacWhorter was killed. It is be- 
lieved by the police that he turned on the 
gas with the intention of committing suicide. 
This belief was strengthened when Police- 
man Marugg. in examining the dead man’s 
bedroom after the explosion, found a bottle 
half-filled with chloroform. It is thought 
the liquid did not do the work for young 
MacWhorter quickly enough to suit. him 
- and that he then turned on the gas. 

The explosion, which dismantled the flat 
and blew down part of the rear wall, was 
caused by ignition of gas wnen neighbors 
broke into MacWhorter’s room. The ex- 
plosion set fire to the room in which he lay 
and burned one of his rescuers, Charles H. 
Callard, about the head and face. The 
flames did but little damage, and were after- 
wards extinguished without difficulty. 

George MacWhorter was 22 years old, and 
lived with his parents on the upper floor of 
No. 954 North Halsted street. He was alone 
in the flat during the evening, but the fam- 
ily of George G. Holt, who live next door, 
noticed him moving about the flat. About 9 
o’clock Ella Halt remarked to her mother: 

How early George goes to bed. He is 
locking his door now.“ 


Leaves the Gas Burning. 

He left the gas burning in the kitchen, as 
his mother and father were visiting on the 
South Side and would not return until late. 

Half an hour after he locked himself in his 
room Charles H. Callard, a conductor on the 
North Chicago street railway, who lives 
with the MacWhorter family, entered the 
flat. He at once noticed the odor of gas, and 
made a hasty search through the rooms till 
he came to George Mac Whorter’s room. 

He found it locked, and surmising some- 
thing was wrong called in Mr. Holt, and with 
his aid broke in the docr. 

The escaping gas burst from the bedroom 
and was ignited by contact with the flames 
in the other rooms. The two men saw young 
MacWhorter lying on the bed, and when tha 
explosion occurred they rushed into the room 
and carried him out to the open air and there 
he was given medical attention. Callard and 
Holt extinguished the flames with a few 
buckets of water. ‘ 

Young MacWhorter was taken to Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital, where he died at 10 
o’clock. He was formerly employed as a me- 
chanic by the Deering Harvester company. 


Fire Follows A her Explosion. 


An explosion and a fire followed the re- 
moval of a gas meter from the basement of a 
building at No. 389 Fulton street yesterday 
afternoon. 

Workmen had left the fluid escaping from 
the pipes, and Aspiro Ghigseli, the occupant 
of the house, went into the basement to in- 
vestigate the source of the odor he de- 


tected. He lighted a match, and the ex- 


plosion followed. His eyebrows and hair 
were singed, but Otherwise he was not in- 
jured. 

The Fire Department was called and the 
blaze extinguished. 


PUSHING THE CHARGE OF CONTEMPT. 


Personal Feeling Exhibited in the Bay 
State Case and Senator Higgins 
Replies to Attacks. 


Wilmington, Del., Oct. 21.—[{Special.}—In 
the United States Court here today the case 
of the Bay State Gas company of Delaware 
versus William Buchanan of New York came 
up for trial!. 

Buchahan claims that he has been fraudu- 
lently deprived of certain income bonds and 
the interest thereon of the said Bay State 
company, amounting to a sum of 8100, 000. 


| The trial was opened by James C. Carter, 


counsel for the stockholders of the com- 


' pany, on a motion to vacate the rule appoint- 


ing the receivers. Counsel for Buchanan, 
Roger Foster of New York, objected and at- 
tempted to have the court first consider some 
affidavits in which allegations of con- 
tempt of court are made against Ad- 
dicks and his secretary, Charles H. Kit- 
tinger. 

These allegations were of the nature of 
charges against Addicks and Kittinger for 
furnishing news to newspaper men, which 
the plaintiff's counsel claims is impugning 
the honor of the court, and directly dis- 
credited Buchanan’s suit. 

Foster made a passionate appeal to have 
the affidavits considered on the ground that. 
if they were not Addicks would probabiy 
skip town and escape. He declared that the 
millionaire had purposely eluded the United 
States court officers in four States, that he 
had spirited away the books of the company, 
and that he thought he should be placed in 
Newcastle jail until the contempt proceed- 
ings could be tried. 3 

The court overruled the motion, but de- 
cided to hear it tomorrow. Mr. Addicks 
then announced that he proposed to stay 
in town and would not runaway. Attorney 
Carter then proceeded with argument on 
motion for vacation of the receivership, and 
at the outset declared with great emphasis 
that he believed that after a caréful exam- 
ination of the paper in the case there was 
some motive behind the proceedings other 
than Buchanan’s claim for $100,000, lie 
hinted in no uncertain way that in his opin- 
ion the hidden motive was a political one. 

He ridiculed Buchanan’s claim that the 
company is insolvent and declared that Bu- 
chanan had stamped himself a calumniator 
on the face of his allegation by making a 
demand for income and at the same time 
charging ghat the company is insolvent. 

Senator Higgins took the floor at 3:45. 
He started out in answering in definite lan- 
guage the insinuation made by Carter that 
there was any motive of a political nature 
behind the suit. He declared his surprise 
that the learned lawyer would make such 
an insinuation. Senator Higgins occupied 
the floor for fifteen minutes arguing on the 
same line as his colleagues. 


INCENDIARY FIRE RESULTS FATALLY 


Two Lives Lost and Much Property is 
Destroyed at the Whitman-Rohe 
inson Plant in Akron. 


Akron, O., Oct. 21.—The burning of the 
Whitman-Robinson’s company’s stoneware 
plant here was of incendiary origin, and in 
addition to the destruction of $200,000 worth. 
of property two lives were lost. When the 
fire had nearly burned out the body of an un- 
known man was discovered in one of the red 
hot kilns. : 

Evidently he had crawled in to sleep and 
was burned to death. His body was literally 
baked. The remains of Francis Harrison, 
who slept at the works, have not been found, 

Old clothes saturated with coal ofl were 
found in the vicinity, and the fact that the 
fire started in two places leaves no room to 
doubt that ft was started by an incendiary. 
An attempt to burn another factory was 
made, but it was unsuccessful.

BRYAN A BELIEVER IN FREE RIOT. 

Mr. Bryan has stated on several occa- 
sions that he indorses ‘““every syllable ”’ of 
the Chicago platform. He has declared es- 
pecially in his letter of acceptance and in 
some of his speeches that he indorses that 
plank in the platform which denounces in- 
terference by Federal authorities in local 
violation of the Constitu- 
tion anda “ crime.” 

Ex-Presidenut Harrison pointed out in 
his speech made by him at Princeton, Ind., 
on Tuesday the significance of that in- 
dorsement and what it would involve if 
Bryan were elected President. He de- 
serves thanks for the clearness and full- 
ness of his exposure of this particular. 
phase of Bryanism. The Republican stump 
speakers should follow in the wake of the 
ex-President and tell all their audiences 
what he told his fellow-citizens of Indiana. 

There is no dispute as to what was meant 
by this plank about“ Federal interference.” 
It was intended as a rebuke of Cleveland 
for what he did in the Debs case. It was 
an indorsement of the position of Debs and 
Altgeld. It was a declaration that in the 


opinion of the party it is unconstitutional 


for the General Government to enforce its 
own laws under such circumstances as 
those which existed in 1894. 

Then, when Bryan indorses this plank— 
every syllable of it—as he has done with 
great fervor, he declares, to use ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison’s language, that— 

If in any of our great States a riot should break 
out and the mail trains should be stopped and 
inter-State commerce stopped, he will not feel 
that he has the right or power as President to 
open a way for the mails of the United States and 
for its inter-State commerce. He has virtually 
said he would feel it his duty, if elected Presi- 
dent, if in any of the States the processes of the 
courts of the United States should be defied by a 
mob and the trains should. be stopped and the 
inter-State commerce interrupted he would not 
feel he could interfere as President to reinforce 
the United States Marshal, that he might execute 
his writs or push out of the way the obstructions 
to the mails, but that he would feel it his duty 
to go to Gov. Altgeld and ask him to do it. 


That is the attitude Bryan would have to 
take if eleeted President, provided he is 
sincere in his present declaration that he 
indorses the Federal interference ” planks. 

Debs believes Bryan is sincere, and there- 
fore he is making speeches for him. Alt- 
geld believes Bryan is jn earnest, and there- 
fore favors his clection. 

Bryan has stated that he has never said 
anything to indicate that he would not en- 
force the laws, and that it is his intention 
if elected to enforce them. But by indors- 
ing the platform he declares that there are 
certain laws which he cannot enforce when 
certain contingencies arise. He declares 
that it would be unconstitutional for him 
to enforce the laws relative to the carrying 
of the mails if another Debs should obstruct 
the railroads in some State. 

To use Gen. Harrison’s language, Debs 
declares that “the United States has not 
the constitutional power to support its 
Marshal in executing its writs, and has not 
the power to open the way for the mails and 
inter-State commerce.” N 

Bryan stands as regards the Debsites and 
their pretended right of free riot, within a 
State, just where Buchanan stood as re- 


garded the Confederates and their pretend- 


ed right of secession. Buchanan did not 
think the Genvral Government had the con- 
stitutional authority. to enforce its laws. 
Mr. Lincoln did. As ex-President Harri- 
son states it: 

We had that thing out in 1861 to 1864. The Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky thought Mr. Lincoln had no 
right to march troops through Kentucky. When 
we got home we thought that doctrine was dead, 
and I think when this election is over we will find 
that it is dead. We cannot diminish the power or 
the dignity or the honor of this great Nation. We 
must hold to the doctrine that the President is 
the Chief Executive of the Nation, sworn to exe- 
cute the laws, has power to execute them on everv 
foot of American soil, without asking anybody's 
consent. 

This doctrine would be abandoned were 
Bryan to be elected. For when Debs went 
on the warpath again, as he would straight- 
way, and the courts appealed to Bryan 
for assistance, he would refuse to give any. 
He would be asked: “ Did not you say you 
would enforce the laws if elected?’ His 
reply would be: “ Yes, but not in what I 
believe to be an unconstitutional manner. 
All I can do to enforce the laws about the 
transportation of inter-State commerce and 
the carrying of the mails is to ask Altgeld 
please to do something.”

ARCHBISHOP nage ro AND THE VATI- 
Archbishop Ireland has authorised the 
following statement concerning a dispatch 
under a Rome date declaring that the Pope 
was displeased with him for the position he 
has taken on the political situation: 


There is no truth whatever in the statement. 
What the purposes are of those who make this 
and similar statements I do not know. As to 
my letter, published a week ago, on the political 
situation, it remains, so far as I am concerned, 
in full force. Developments of political matters, 
so far as observed by me, confirm me in all the 
statements I then made, and lead me to renew 
them today with yet stronger emphasis. 


If the statement of Archbishop Ireland 
needed confirmation it is furnished by the 
denial of Mgr. Martinelli, the personal rep- 
resentative of the Pope in thé United States, 
that he had received any instructions from 
him concerning the attitude of the Catholic 
clergy in this country. He said he had re- 
ceived no intimation Archbishop Ireland 
would be rebuked for his recent letter and 
expected none, and added: 

The Archbishop of St. Paul has expressed his 
convictions not as a Catholic prelate, but as a 
citizen of a State in whose welfare he feels much 
concern. The Vatican does not interfere in mere- 
ly private political opinions, 

There is another side to this matter from 
the point of view of the layman. Why 
should the Pope ve been angry? The 
Archbishop did not Peak as a prelate of the 
Roman Catholic Church, but as plain John 
Ireland, American citizen, and this he was 
careful to state in the very heginning of his 
letter. He did not write his letter to the 
church, but to business-men who had asked 
for his views, and he expressed them, as 
any sensible, patriotic American citizen 
would have done under the same circum- 
stances. Since when has the Pope been in 
favor of debased money? Does he want the 
Peter’s pence which he receives from this 
country to be half pence? He has never 
expressed himself in favor of half value 
money or of wanting the Italian lire to be 
worth half its present value. He has never 
expressed sympathy with the immoral prop- 
ositions which Archbishop Ireland so 
strongly condemned. He has never de- 
clared that property is robbery; on the other 
hand, during the labor troubles in this coun- 
try, and criticising labor agitations in Eu- 
rope, he has stoutly maintained the rights 
of property. He has always set his face like 
a flint against the various political schemes 
devised by demagogues and designed to rob 
one man for the benefit of another. 

Instead of being/angry with Archbishop 
Ireland for writing the letter in question, 


the Pope in his heart ayggoves of it, since it 


is in line with his own public utterances. 
The story is another of those campaign 
forgeries which are manufactured at Popo- 
cratic headquarters by wholesale, and with 
safety, because there is no punishment for 
them. 


ALTGELD DODGES THE VITAL POINTS. 


Gov. Altgeld managed to cram into his 
speech of one hour at the Auditorium a total 
absence of any reference to the crucial is- 
sues touching his candidacy for reélection. 
One of the conspicuous points on which he 
was silent is his flagrant violation of the 
promises on the subject of eeonomy he 
made to the people four years ago. Then, 
as now, he was courting votes, and he was 
profuse in his declarations that he would 
cut down the State expenses, run the af- 
fairs of the Commonwealth economically, 
and lighten the tax burden carried by the 
people. The publie naturally was tickled 
at this fair prospect, the taxpayers rallied 
10 the support of this man who was going 
to save them so much money which could 
be devoted to procuring more of the com- 
forts of life, and Altgeld was placed in the 
Governor's chair. 

What has happened? AVhat became of 
those promises? Altgeld.ealled the admin- 
istration of his predecessor, Gov. Fifer, ex- 
travagant, but the financial load imposed on 
the people by Altgeld has been heavier by 
$3,000,000 than that of Gov. Fifer. Altgeld 
has forced the people to turn over to his 
administration this enormous excess of rey- 
enue, and yet, as Mr. Tanner recently 
pointed out, the State Treasury was abso- 
lutely empty during the last half of last 
year and the greater portion of the present 
year,” And these extra three millions 
which Altgeld has dragged from the people 
are dollars which, according to Altgeld, are 
200-cent dollars, so that, if Altgeld tells 
the truth, the added burden of taxation he 
has imposed amounts to $6,000,000.

MORRISON ON ALTGELD. | 

Tue Tur prints this morning a letter 
from Col. William R. Morrison, in which 
that veteran Democrat speaks out on the 
subject of Altzeld.

misappropriations of publie money, is the 
most corrupt in the bistory of the State.” 

While the law made it an offense for the 
State Treasurer to any of the funds in 
his hands, Altgeld in his inaugural address 
approved of that unlawful use of the money 
of the State, whereupon the Treasurer and 
some of the Governor’s appointees convert- 
ed to their own use or loaned some of the 
money of the State, a part of which “ has 
not been and is not expected to be recov- 
ered.” 

Morrison charges directly that Altgeld 
„Was a borrower of State moneys or that 
the State Treasurer unlawfully loaned to 
various persons large sums of the State’s 
money for the Governor's use.” He 
charges also that, in violation of law, Alt- 
geld opened the Treasury vault before Ram- 
say's successor was duly qualified. 

Col. Morrison ridicules Altgeld’s claim 
that his administration has been an eco- 
nomical one. How can that claim be well 
founded, he asks, when the State taxes for 
1895 are higher than they have been for 
twenty years, with one exception. Why are 
taxes so high when prices are so low? 

Altgeld’s assertion that a revenue reform 
jaw would have been passed by the last 


segislature but for Tanner’s interference 


meets with a coatemptuous reply. “ Ff re- 
forms were needed, why were not they made 
in 1893 and 1894, when the Legislature was 
Democratic? Were they postponed that 
they might fail?’ 

Morrison does, not think Altgeld’s pro- 
fession of belief in free coinage should save 
him. For, while Altgeld asserts that the 
free cojnage demanded by the Chicago plat- 
form would result in gold and silver dollars 
of equal value, he makes his tenants sign 
gold leases. That shows “ he believes and 
expects free coinage will result in a depre- 
ciated silver dollar, and his utterances for 
free coinage can have no higher purpose 
than to delude those who do honestly believe 
in it.“ ; 

And in conclusion Col. Morrison says the 
Democratic party will certainly outlive the 
domination of Altgeld, Taubeneck, and 
Jehu Baker. 

But it will more certainly survive this leager- 
ship if, as a party, it can be relieved from the 
scandal of laws disobeyed, others broken, and 
treasuries plundered. 

Col. Morrisen’s letter shows that its au- 


,thor has lost none of his old vigor. It will 


infuriate Altgeld, for he knows how many 
votes it will cost him in the southern coun- 
ties.

ANOTHER OF BRYAN’S DIRTY TRICKS. 

In one of the three speeches made by him 
at Youngstown, O., on Tuesday Bryan 
“informed his hearers that he intended to 
read them what an Eastern man, a New- 
Yorker, a Republican, had to say on the sil- 
ver question.“ Then he read the following, 
the author being Thurlow Weed: 

We are stigmatized as silver inflationists for 

asking the government to reé#stablish a financial 
basis under which the country and people were 
prosperous and happy for more than eighty years. 
This question, stripped of sophistry and verbiage, 
presents a naked issue of capital against labor. 
Shylocks, overrapacious, are struggling to keep 
up the rate of usury. In maintaining one stand- 
ard, thus narrowing our specie basis one-half, they 
strengthen and perpetuate their advantages. 
There has been, as there ever must be between the 
thousands who labor and the hundreds who enjoy 
the fruit ot. such labor, an irrepressible conflict. 
But it is the duty of governments to see that the 
faces of those who labor are not held too closely 
to the grindstone. 
The point Bryan wanted to make was 
that the policy he advocates is not a sec- 
tional one, but that it has support in the 
Kast as well as in the South and West. 

So eager was he to make that point that he 
failed to state when Mr. Weed made those 
remarks, and also what Mr. Weed desired 
to have done when he made them. Bryan 
purposely suppressed the fact that Weed 
died in 1882, and that the statements made 
by him were made four years before that 
date. 

They were made at a time when silver 
was still worth 90 cents on the dollar, and 
when there was a pretty general belief on

Weed was never a silver monometallist. 
He was a bimetallist. He desired the con- 
current circulation of gold and silver dol- 
lars. He did not want one to expel the 
other, and least of all did he want the 
cheaper and poorer dollar to expel the bet- 
ter dollar. There was where he differed 
from Bryan, who wishes to see 50-cent dol- 
lars drive out 100-cent dollars.

Woods was ap- 
pointed because of his official rottenness. He fs a 
judicial sandbagger. 

Debs’ view of the courts is that of all un- 
repentant violators of the law. And Bryan 
is pledged by the Chicago platform to allow 
the law to be violated.

| MEADOWCROFT DECISION NO SURPRISE 


Attorney A. J. Eddy Says He Expected a 
Rehearing Would Be Denied and 
Outlines Future Steps. 


The dispatch from Ottawa yesterday an- 
nouncing that the Supreme Court had denied 
a rehearing of the case of the Meadowcroft 
brothers, occasioned no surprise among the 
lawyers. 

Arthur J. Eddy, one of the attorneys for 
the defense, said: 

We were so well satisfied a rehearing 
would be refused, that Mr. Walker is already 
in Ottawa to present the petition for an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States today, and has with him the long and 
expensive record of the proceedings which is 
necessary. There is no doubt the appeal 
will be granted, and then a supersedeas fol- 
lows as a matter of course.“

FOUR-MILE CRIB SENSATION DENIED.

Repairs on an Exhaust Pipe at Four- 
teenth Street Give Rise to 
Wild Rumors. 


An innocent steam exhaust pipe sprung a 
leak at the Fourteenth street pumping sta- 
tion recently.

NEW CHARTER FOR LABOR 


ASSEMBLY TO BE REORGANIZED ON 
DIFFERENT LINES... 


President Gompérs and Vice-Presi- 
dents MeGuire and O'Connell to 
Come to Chicago Before Nov, 9 to 
Put the New Central Body in Oper- 
ation—Leaders Expect It to Com- 
mand the Respect of All Organised 
Unions. 


The Trade and Labor Assembly of Chica- 
go is to be reorganized under a new charter 
from the American Federation of Labor. 
The action of the Executive Board of the 
federation in Indianapolis on Tuesday was 
simply an indorsement of the plan suggest- 
ed by local labor leaders who wish to reor- 
ganize the once powerful body in such a 
manner as to command the respect of or- 
ganized labor in general. 

The story published three weeks ago to 
the effect that the assembly had legislated 
itself out of existence by surrendering its 
charter was exaggerated. The men who 
planned the bit öf strategy did so with their 
eyes open. The charter was never surren- 
dered. The precious document was safe in the 
possession of one of the members, who is 
also an official of the American Federation 
of Labor, and, had the plan of reorganiza- 
tion submitted by the local leaders failed 
to meet the approval of the Executive Board, 
the old assembly would not have died by its 
own hand; it would have continued to do 
business at the old stand and under the 
leadership of the same men who have dom- 
inated it for many years.

The greatest 
stumbling block was the apparent selfish- 
ness of the leaders of both factions who op- 
posed fusion for fear of losing their official 
positions. Personalities entered largely in 
the long and bitter fight, and wouid-be 
ne were forced to abandon the 
plan. 

The reorganization of the old assembly 
is expected to eradicate some of its greatest 
faults and, it is said, there will be a con- 
siderable defection of local unions from the 
other central bodies to the rejuvenated as- 
sembly in case the new plan of organization 
meets with general approval.

HOLDUP SCARE IN A FOYER 


CONSTABLE SNATCHES MONEY AND 
WOMEN SCREAM AT HOOLEY’S. 


T. M. MeDermott Appears at the The- 
ater with an Attachment, but from 
Overzeal in Realizing on a Cred- 
itor’s Claim Lands at the Central 
Police Station and Is Held in $1,300 
Bonds on Serious Charges—Fight in 
the Box Office.

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Frightened women fled screaming from 
the box-office and entrance of Hooley’s 
Theater yesterday afternoon under the im- 
pression that a holdup was being effected. 
Their fright was caused by the sudden ap- 
pearance of a man who announced himself 
as an officer of the law. The matinée per- 
formance was just on and Ticket-Seller 
Henry Brown was busy serving the late 
applicants.for seats. The man who caused 
the commotion, after loitering about the 
foyer for a few minutes, suddenly stepped 
inside the box-office. Those outside the 
window saw him immediately afterward 
snatch a roll of bills from the money drawer 
and then witnessed a hand-to-hand struggle 
between the stranger and the ticket-seller. 

In a few moments the commotion had at- 
tracted Manager Harry Powers to the scene, 
and the confusion was further increased a 
little later by the appearance of police from 
the Central Station, who took the money- 
snatcher into custody. 

The man who caused all the disturbance 
was T. M. McDermott, a constable: attached 
to Justice Wallace’s court. He sought to 
attach the personal property of Ira J, La 
Motte, manager of Clay Clement, who is 
now playing at Hooley’s.. 

It was between 2 and 8 o’clock when he 
appeared at the box-office of Hooley’s and 
found an opportunity to get on the inside 
and snatch the money, estimated to be about 
$70. Brown caught him by the coat and by 
means of a hidden spring closed the outside 
door of the office. McDermott then dis- 
played a constable’s star and produced a 
writ of attachment sworn out.by a Mrs. 
Bedell against Ira J. La Motte. 

Manager Harry Powers just then ap red 
with the big house policeman, Fred Myers, 
and in a moment more the Central Station 
patrol wagon was at the door. 

At first McDermott’s writ frightened the 
Central Station officials. They would not 
book their prisoner until City Prose- 
cutor Tatge was called and had ex- 
plained to them that the writ could not be 
served upon Hooley’s Theater or its man- 
ager because it was made out against Mr. 
La Motte, and his only connection with the 
house was as Mr. Clement's representative. 
McDermott ‘was then booked on the 
charges of larceny and robbery. He fur- 
nished bond for 51,300. 

Mr. La Motte says Mrs. Bedell's claim is 
for a balance of $35 on rugs purchased of her. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


Clay Clement appeared as Mathias in Lewis’ 
familiar adaptation of Erckmann and Cha- 
trian’s drama, The Bells,“ at Hooley’s last 
evening, and to say that he was neither a 
grand surprise nor a disappointment is do- 
ing him full justice. He isa deserving actor, 
studious and possessing more than ordi- 
nary ability, but his most praiseworthy 
performance heretofore has not been of a 
character to justify one in looking for de- 
notements of genius. That he would not 
suddenly discover them in this play, one 
of the most exacting in the whole range 
of dramatic literature, is just what his 
friends, had they been sufficiently candid, 
could have foretold for him. He has ac- 
complished little or nothing, but he has ful- 
filled expectations. 

It is due to Mr. Clement to say that he has 
not attempted to rival Irving by bringing 
forth a new embodiment of the Alsatian 
burgomaster. In essaying the rdle he has 
seemed to hold that the theater-going pub- 
lic is large enough to take care of two Ma- 
thiases; and so it might if both were of sim- 
Har worth. 

But it is doubtful if any one will rise dur- 
ing the life of the great English actor who 
can command a respectable hearing in this 
peculiarly exacting piece. His transcendent 
genius first endowed it with the elements of 
popular interest and made it something more 
than a weird, distressing picture of a self- 
convicted, guilty man. There is nothing 
left for ambitious novices to do but to imi- 
tate him: and in so doing they are pretty 
sure to represent his faults rather than his 


excellencies. 

It would be useless to run through the 
whole list of Mr. Clement's shortcomings. 
He seems to have something near the right 
conception of the character, and gives proper 
emphasis to the kindlier elements in the 
man’s nature. Not infrequently he has 
moments when he depicts very well the in- 
ward conflict of his perturbed soul. But 
these lights are at best dim flashes. He 
lacks the power and direction to make his 
conception effective. 

The play has been elaborately mounted, 
some of the scenes being as elaborate and 
striking as any used by Irving. His com- 
pany, too, is adequate for the most part. 
Miss Bainbridge is very pleasing as the 
ingenuous, loving Annette; Mr. Craig as the 
loquacious Father Walter also shows con- 


siderable ability.

If belief in the silver provision of the Chi- 
cago platform is the only test of merit, what 
claim has the Governor upon its advocates?

OF SIXTEEN. 


Eleven from Middletown Puts Up the 
Best Game Seen on the Yale Field 
This Year—Takes the 
Times on Downs from the New Ha- 
ven Players, Once on the Thirty- 
Yard Line, the Nearest Approach to

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 21.—[{Special.]-—- 
Wesleyan furnished a football surprise for 
Lale this afternoon.

ILLINOIS CYCLING CLUB’S HOME THE 


LARGEST IN THE COUNTRY. 
, \ 


Splendid Building Which Has Lope 
Been in Course of Construction Will | 
Be Formally opened Tonight—Over 


1,000 Imvitations Are Issued and 
Guests from Many States Will Be 


Present—House to Be Handsomely 


Decorated. 


Illinois Cycling club, the largest organiza- 
tion of its kind in the United States, will 
enter its new club-house tonight. The new 
home of the club at California avenue and 
Washington boulevard is 4 handsome four- 
story building of buff brick, with stone 
trimmings, completely equipped and finely 
furnished, and altogether is the finest cy- 
cling club-house in the country. 

‘Preparations have been going on for a 
long time for the opening event tonight and 
the club members have sent out over a 
thousand invitations and will throw open the 
house to cyclists from all parts of the Unit- 
ed States.

The enterprise of building a club-house 
riginated a long time ago, but did not crys- 
allize until two years ago, when a commit- 

tee was appointed and the work was rushed 
with a celerity charactéristic of the club. A 
lot advantageously located was secured and 
money for the erection of the building was 
soon raised, a large part of it through indi- 
vidual subscriptions among the club mem- 
bers. 

A fire in the quarters at No. 1068 Washing- 
ton boulevard caused the club to move to 
temporary quarters near Wood street, ard 
this circumstance hastened the work on the 
new heme. The damage to the club-house 
was repaired and the Illinois riders moved 
back again to await the opening of the new 
structure. | 

Tonight each floor will be handsomely 
decorated in red and yellow, the club colors, 
and banners bearing emblems of the organ- 
ization will be conspicuously displayed in all 
parts of the house.

Ed Corrigan Clears Up Chicago Racing 
Association Trouble. 

Ed Corrigan, the well-known turfman, will 
leave for San Francisco tonight and will 
race his big string of horses during the com- 
ing winter at Ingleside and Bay District 
tracks. A thorough investigation has been 
made of the Chicago Racing Association’s 
affairs, and yesterday Mr. Corrigan received 
the following letter, which explains itself: 


Edward Corrigan, Esq., Chicago—Dear Sir: 
After a thorough examination of the books of the 
Chicago Racing Association,’ from the time they

Capitalization Per Mile of West Chica- 
40 Is $148,920, of City Railway 888, 
874, and of North Chicago $144,156— 
Consolidated Mortgage Proposed 
for West Sidg System Is in Favor— 
Governing Committee Takes No Ac- 
tion Regarding Account Trading. 


The plan of Charles T. Yerkes to issue con- 
solidated mortgage bonde to the amount of 
$10,000,000 with which to retire the $6,000,000 
of debentures and the first mortgage for 
$3,978,000 standing against the West Chica- 
go Street railroad was the subject for con- 
versation among all financial men in Chica- 

go yesterday. In a table printed in Tun 
TRIBUNE of yesterday was given the total 
bonded indebtedness of the West Chicago as 
it would stand if this consolidated mortgage 
should be issued. This showed a total of 
$17,744,000. This table contained a mistake 
in putting down the issue of bonds of the 
Chicago Passenger railway at $2,000,000. 
There is outstanding only $1,000,000 of City 
Passenger railway bonds, though an addi- 
tional $1,000,000 has been authorized and may 
be issued at any time. For the purpose of. 
comparative figures, however, the smaller 
amount may be taken,though it is probable 
before the issue of consolidated mortgage 
bonds is placed the remaining $1,000,000 of 
City Passenger railway bonds will have been 
issued. 

This gives the West Chicago Street rail- 
road a bonded indebtedness of $16,744,000, 
which, with thg capital stock of 813, 189, 000, 
makes a total of $20,083,000. The West Chi- 


cago system has a total of 201 miles of track. 


Figured on the basis’ stated this makes the 
capijalization of the West Chicago Street 
railroad $148,920 a mile. Of the 201 miles of 
track 30.42 18 cable, or 15 per cent of the en- 
tire mileage. 
Comparison with City Railway Figures 
Compare these figures with the capitaliza- 
tion and mileage of the Chicago City railway 
company. The Chicago City railway com- 
pany has an outstanding stock issue of 
$12,000,000, an increase of $2,000,000 since 
July 1. Its bonded indebtedness is $4,619,- 
500, making its total capitaltzatiof $16,619,- 
500. It has a total of 187 miles of track, 
which makes the capitalization per' mile 
$88,874. The City railway has 34.77 miles of 
cable, or 18 per cent of its entire mileage. 
In other words, with 18 per cent of cable 
lines, which cost many times as much as 
electric lines, the City railway has an out- 
standing capitalization of $88,874, as agains’ 
$148,920 for the West Chicago system, with 
only 15 per cent of its lines operated byable. 
The North Chicago Street railro has 
$5,813,000 outstanding in bonds and debent- 
ures, not counting the $650,000 of North Chi- 
cago City railway bonds given as being in 
the treasury of the company. In addition 
to this the North Chicago Street railroad has 
recently issued $1,427,000 in bonds and 
debentures, which, with the $6,600,000 of 
capital stock, makes a total of $13, 840, 000 as 
the capitalization of the North Chicago 
Street railroad system. The North Chicago 
Street railroad hak in round numbers ninety- 
six miles of track, of which seventeen is 
cable, seventy-six electric, and three horse 
car. The cable lines comprise 17 per cent 
of the total mileage of the North Chicago 
system. In mileage the North Chicago sys- 
tem has practically the same proportion of 
cable as the City raflway, yet the capitaliza- 
tion of that road is $144,156, as compared 
with the $88,874 of the Chicago City railway.

The West ‘Chicago Street railroad oper- 
ates two tunnels under the Chicago R ver 
one of which it built, the ather being leased 
from the city. The North Chicago Street 
railroad operates the La Salle street tunnel, 
which it leases from thecity. Thisaccounts 
for a portion of the extra -capitalization 
shown. In the outstanding bond issues of 
the West Chicago Street railroad there is 
an issue $1,500,000 of tunnel bonas issued 
against the Van Buren street tunnel. 

Every one familiar with the affairs of the 
West Chicago Street railroad admits the pro- 
posed plan of Mr. Yerkes for issuing a con- 
solidated mortgage to take the place of the 
debentures is An excellent one. It will en- 
able the West Chicago Street railroad, pro- 
viding the bonds are sold, to ret’re its de- 
bentures, many of -which are deposited as 
collateral for loans, pay its floating debt, 
and be put in a position where ies finances 
are no longer upon the present unsatis- 
factory basis. For that reason Mr. Yerkes 
is being commended. Another point in favor 
of the plan is that interest charges will be 
reduced by the retiring of 86 000, 000 of the 
debentures bearing 6 per cent interest and 
the issuing in their stead the consolidated 
bonds, which bear only 5 per cent interest. 
All who are interested in the road express 
the hope that he will be able to piace them 
at par. 

Account Trading to Be Continued. 


There was a meeting of the Governing com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange yesterday and 
routine matters were disposed of, but. no 
action was taken regarding trading in the 
account. There will be no further regular 
meetings of the Governing committee until 
after the exchange is open. Unless a special 
meeting is called, which no one fiow antici- 
pates, the exchange will open Noy. 5 with 
trading in the account still in force. The 
only difference between the system of ac- 
count trading in vogue before the closing 
of the exchange and that which will be in 
effect after the opening will be the differ- 
ence in margins. Formerly margins of 5 
points were required to be deposited in the 
clearing-house by both the buyer and the 
seller, in all cases where stocks sold under 
100 and 10 points margin on all stock selling 
above 100. Under the change in the rules 
adopted by the Governing committee in Au- 
gust the following margins will be required 
from both buyer and seller: On stocks under 
50, 5 points: stocks from 50 to 100, 10 points; 
stocks from 100 to 150, 15 points; stocks from 
1. 50 to 200, 20 points; and all stocks over 200, 
25 points. This practically doubles margins 
to be deposited in the clearing-house. 


Increase Silences Complaints. 


With all the talk there has been about 
abolishing account trading the plan seemed 
in no favor with the majority of the mem- 
bers of the exchange. The complaints regarding 
account trading came principally from those who 
thought the margins were too small. The change 
in margins has eliminated the cause for much 
of the complaint that was made. A poll of the 
members of the Coverning committee was taken 
two or three davs ago and this showed only four 
who favored abolishing account trading out of a 
total of twenty-five. It is not probable any further 
action will be taken until account trading under 
the rule which increased margins has been given 


a fair trial.

‘Committee ‘Submits a Report Recom- 


| Organization ‘Embodying an ‘the 
Good Points of the Southwestern 
and Eastern Joint Traffic Bodies—— 
Final Action Expected Shortly~ 


Provisions Suggested for New Work 


The Western Freight Association will be 
reorganized. Thig conclusion was reached 
at the meeting of the Presidente and execu- 
tive officers of the Western roads yesterday. 

The committee of seven appointed the day 
before to devise a new plan of reorganization 
whereby the maintenance of agreed rates 
can be secured in the future submitted a 
report at 2:30 p. m. yesterday. It recom- 
mends the transformation of the Western 
Freight Aseociation. into an organization 
similar to the Southwestern Traffic Associa- 
tion, The latter is copted much after the 
Eastern Joint Traffic Association. The new 
association, however, is to be an improve- 
ment on both. 

The report was received and taken up sec- 
tion by section. While some important 
amendments and changes will no doubt be 
made in the agreement submitted by the 
committee, yet it is reasonably certain that 
a final agreement will be reached ina day or 
two and the new organization bo established 
on Nov. 1. 

The provision for the appointment of a 
Board of Administration, in which shall be 
vested the power of making new or changing 
old rates and enforcing their maintenance, 
called forth a most animated discussion, 
The Board of Managers of the Joint Traffic 
Association and the Board of Administration 
of the Southwestern Traffic Association are 
composed of one member from each road or 
system. In the new organization the Board 
of Administration is to be composed of only 
five or three members, who, like the Com- 
missioner, shall be continuously on duty. 
Many of the roads are in favor of a board 
composed of three members only. 

Other important features of the proposed 
agreement are: : 

The Presidents of the companies which are 
members of the association shall constitute 
the Executive Board, but may designate 
another officer to represent them thereon. 
It shall require unanimous action to adopt 
any proposition. 

The headquarters of the association shall 
be at Chicago and the Board of Administra- 
tion shall reside there. They shall meet 
daily, except Sundays and holidays. 

The Board of Administration shall control 
rates, rules, and regulations governing traffic 
and shall have full authority over all agen- 
cies on lines operated, leased, or controlled 

b parties to the agreement. it shall secure 
to each party a fair share of the competitive 
traffic, so far as can be legally done. 

No company shall deviate from or change 
the rates, rules, or regulations fixed by the 
association, except by resolution of its Board 
ef Directors, which shall not be effective until 
thirty days after its adoption. 

Bach member shall keep on deposit with 
the Board of Administration a certain sum 
— money, to constitute a fund to be drawn 

n in penalty for violation of ement. 
he powers and duties of the Commissioner 
are to be as follows: He shall preside at all 
meetings, keep the records, and construe the 
agreement and all resolutions. His decision 
shall be binding until reversed by the Board 
of Administration or the Executive Board.

Receiver of the Clover Leaf Gets In- 
junction Against Competing Lines. 
Toledo, O., Oct. 21.—This morning, on ap- 

plication of Clarence Brown of this city, 

attorney of the Clover Leaf railway, Judge 

Ricks, in the United States Circuit Court at 

Cleveland, ed a restraining order, direct> 

ed against the Lake Shore, Nickel-Plate, 

Michigan Central, and other roads, to re- 

strain those roads from putting in force the 

boycott of the passenger business which is 
alleged by Receiver Pierce of the Clover 

Leaf road. This will bring the matter of the 


‘legality of the Joint Traffic Association be- 


fore the United States Court, and the result 
will be closely watched by all railway men. 

In the petition the receiver attacks the 
Joint Traffic Association agreement on the 
ground that it is an unlawful conspiracy and 
violation of the inter-State commerce law 
and a combination to destroy competitive 
trafic, and that it is an attempt to give an 
unlawful advantage to these roads to unlaw- 
fully discriminate; that it is an unlawful 
conspiracy at common law; it is in restraint 
of trade; and that it is in violation of an act 
of Congress entitled “ the anti-trust law, 
preventing combinations for the purpose of 
controlling trade.”
